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GENERAL RULES AND REGULATIONS 

It’s fun to be AN EXHIBITOR — try it and see for yourself! 

1. The Judges' decision shall be final. Judges shall withhold 
prizes where exhibits are not considered worthy of an award, or 
they may award only second or third prizes. In the case of two 
exhibits being adjudged egual, the first and second prizes will 
be divided between the winners, the next in order of merit taking 
third, if third prize is offered. Precisely the same principle wiil 
apply to egual seconds, in which case there will be no third. If 
two competitors are equal third, a duplicate third will be given. 

2. The Directors shall act as arbitrators before the close of 
the Exhibition and settle all disputes and protests that may arise. 
All protests must be in writing and in the hands of the Secretary 
or Show Manager before 9 p.m. the first day of the Show accom¬ 
panied by a fee of $5.00, which will be forfeited if protest is not 
sustained. 


3. All persons shall be entitled to exhibit, except as other¬ 
wise specified in certain classes. 

4. All entries must be listed on the entry form supplied by 
the Society, and all entry forms (except those for Roses and 
Glads) accompanied by the necessary fees, must be received by 
the Show Secretary not later than 6 p.m., Saturday, August 17th. 

THIS RULE WILL BE STRICTLY ENFORCED. 

Rose entries must be made to Secretary of the Rose Society. 

Glad, entries must be made to the Secretary of the Glad. 
Society. 

ALL EXHIBITORS MUST BE MEMBERS OF THE CALGARY 
HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY AND MUST PLACE NUMBER OF 
THEIR MEMBERSHIP CARD ON THE ENTRY FORMS. 


5. All exhibits shall have attached to them the tag provided 
by the Society. Exhibitors may stage their exhibits Sunday even¬ 
ing between 7 and 10 o’clock, arid must be staged not later than 
11 a.m. Monday, the first day of the Show. 

6. Exhibitors will not be permitted in the Kinsmen Centre 
during the judging. This rule will be strictly enforced. 

7. All exhibits must be the property of exhibitors and must 
have been in their possession for at least four months previous 
to the time of showing, excepting cut flowers and material pur¬ 
chased by the exhibitor for design work for table decorations only. 
Any attempt at imposition or mis-statement of fact, or any refusal 
to furnish, on request, satisfactory proof and particulars, will dis¬ 
qualify competitors for present and succeeding shows of this 
Society. After the entries have been made in the Collection of 
Vegetables and Flowers the Directors reserve the right to appoint 
a committee to visit and inspect the gardens of competitors. 

8. Any one or more members of the same family being mem¬ 
bers of the Society may exhibit from the same garden in the open 
competitions, but not in the same class. No exhibitor may enter 
more than one entry in each class, unless otherwise specified. 
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9. In classes where a number is specified, as for instance 
“Six Spikes of Sweet Peas”, more or less than the number re¬ 
quired will disqualify. Where a collection of flowers is called for, 
an arrangement of individual species arranged in separate recep¬ 
tacles will have the preference. Pot plants must have been grown 
in pots by the exhibitor at least four months prior to the date of 
the exhibition. 

10. At the discretion of the management plants or flowers 
infested with disease or pests shall be excluded from the Kins¬ 
men Centre. 

11. Novices may compete in all classes. Novices shall be 
those who have never won to the date of our show 5 first prizes 
at any Horticultural Show. 

12. It must be distinctly understood that all exhibits are 
shown at owner’s risk, and that the Directors, while taking all 
reasonable precautions, are not to be held responsible for any 
loss or damage. 

13. No exhibit or part thereof shall be removed from the show 
bench or building before 9:30 p.m. the closing night of the Exhibi¬ 
tion. Anyone removing exhibits before close of the show will forfeit 
their prize money. 

14. Members of Calgary Horticultural Society are entitled to 
all privileges of Society and one free admission to Show on pre¬ 
sentation of Membership Card. 

15. In case receipts from the Show are insufficient to meet 
full payment of prize money, the Society will guarantee payment 
to the extent of 80 per cent of gross receipts from the gate, pro 
rata among prize winners. 

16. Wiring of flowers, except in decorative classes, is not 
allowed. See that holders or spreaders do not protrude above 
the receptacle. Flowers that close at night are not suitable for 
table decorations. 

17. All cut flowers may be shown in own receptacles if 
desired. Otherwise milk bottles will be provided by the Society. 

18. The Directors reserve the right to substitute cups, medals, 
or merchandise for prize money if deemed advisable. 

19. All perpetual trophies must be returned to the Chairman of 
Properties & Trophies Committee, one month before the Annual 
Exhibition. 

20. No miniature trophy will be presented by the Society 
unless provided by the donor. 

21. All exhibits to be named if possible. Five points will be 
deducted for not naming varieties in the collections. 

22. Ribbons will be awarded to 1st, 2nd, and 3rd prize winners. 

23. Only Rosettes mentioned in Prize List will be awarded.

1. No flowers or vegetables to be planted after July 15th 
for competition in the Garden Classes. 

2. No Competitor shall make more than one entry in each 
class, or be allowed to compete with the same exhibit or any part 
thereof, in more than one class, unless otherwise specified. Entries 
8, 10, 11 and 12 are not excluded in judging of entire garden. 

3. Novices shail be those who have never won three first 
prizes in a Garden Competition. 

4. Classes 1 to 14 will be judged between August 1st and 
August 5th. It is distinctly understood that judges will visit all 
gardens. Gardens will be open to the public August 10th and 11th. 

5. No prize shall be awarded unless garden scores at least 
60 points on flowers and/or 60 points on vegetables. 

6. All entries to be made on entry form accompanied by the 
necessary fee and to be in the hands of the Show Secretary by 
6:00 p.m. on July 30th. 

7. Competitors shall state clearly and distinctly the number 
of Class, together with name and address and location of garden 
and their membership number. 

8. A composite garden must consist of not less than 6 kinds 
of vegetables and not less than 10 kinds of flowers. Flower garden 
must contain not less than 15 kinds of flowers. 

9. All garden classes will be judged according to the Alberta 
Horticultural system of pointing:

NOTES ON EXHIBITS 

As there is a wide diversity of form, size and color in flowers, 
study the type of the different varieties and select specimens 
conforming most nearly to it. The foliage as well as the bloom 
should be free from all blemishes caused by insects, disease or 
other causes. 


Form —Refers to the normal shape of the variety, when fully 
developed. 

Size —The largest flowers are not necessarily the best. Abnor¬ 
mal size is often a sign of coarseness. If, however, a flower is up 
to the standards in other respects, size is the important factor. 

Color —The normal color of the variety at its best. Immaturity, 
wilting, fading or staleness are serious defects. Many flowers 
develop the highest and most delicate colors if picked in the bud 
in the morning and opened in a cool, dark place. Early morning 
is the best time to pick flowers for exhibitions. Injury caused by 
insects, disease, etc., may affect the color. 

Stem —Length, stiffness and straightness of stem, well-furnish¬ 
ed with foliage its entire length, is of greatest importance. 

Foliage —Large, clean, fresh, healthy foliage. The flowers’ 
own foliage is usually sufficient. 

Substance —Refers to vigorous growth and good texture. 

Uniformity —Refers to the similarity in size, form and general 
appearance of all specimens of the same variety exhibited in one 
section. 

Truss —A truss is a cluster of flowers or fruit growing from 
one stem. (Not main stem.) 

Vase —A vase is defined as a vessel for displaying flowers 
having a greater height than the diameter of its mouth. 

Bowl —A vessel for displaying flowers having a diameter at 
its mouth equal to or greater than its height.

DID YOU KNOW? 


Hardening flowers after cutting is important. Remove lower 
foliage and place cut flowers in hot water (110°F) for 12 to 24 
hours. Before hardening, woody-stemmed plants should have the 
stems split up 5” or 6” from the bottom, or have lower 3” or 4” 
crushed with a hammer. 

Plants with milky or sticky sap usually benefit from searing 
the stem end in a flame for several minutes. 

After hardening, flowers may be kept for several days in air¬ 
tight moisture-proof packages, which can be sealed with a hot 
iron. Spray flowers before wrapping and store at 40° to 50°. Cut 
off Vi” of stem after removing from package and immediately 
place in water.

A "tip” for exhibitors of 
flowers: 

Grooming your entries for exhibition is important - 
this means cleaning and fixing up the blooms so that 
they are free of defects, blemishes, spray residue and dust. 
This can be done with a soft cloth. Damaged or off-color 
petals may be removed as long as they are not missed. In 
removing petals, do not leave any traces, as this is a sign 
that the entry has been dressed and many judges frown 
on this practice. 

Where disbudding is necessary, it should be done as 
soon as the secondary buds on the specimen are visible.

Exhibitors are sometimes at a loss as to what should constitute 
an exhibit in some cultural classes. 

(a) With flowers like Marigold and Cosmos, individual blooms 
are shown with only one opened bloom per stem. If an 
extra bud is present, it must be in the “tight bud’’ 
condition so that it will not open on the show bench. 

(b) With flowers that have multiple blooms, stems are shown. 
This will include such plants as Sweet Peas, Stocks, Phlox, 
etc. With such plants, the number of blooms open will 
be to the advantage of the exhibit. 

(c) With such flowers as Petunia, Pansy, and Viola, the 
flower alone is judged. Stem and foliage are not con¬ 
sidered.

All exhibits, plants, flowers, fruits and vegetables must be 
free of insects and disease. 

IF POSSIBLE, NAME YOUR VARIETY. This is most helpful 
to viewers and creates more interest, as it gives people an idea 
of what types and varieties grow best in this locality. 

In the flower sections, the flowers will be judged for quality 
.alone. Size of individual blooms is desirable, but the quality, form 
and cleanliness is just as important and should not be overlooked 
in order to enter your largest bloom. Damage to flower petals 
will cause the loss of many points. 

Here are some important pointers to keep in mind when pre¬ 
paring and selecting blooms for exhibition: 

1. Gladiolus should be straight spikes. The florets should 
be fresh, evenly spread, spaced and balanced. 

2. Roses are considered at their peak for exhibition just as 
the second set of petals begin to unfurl. A good length of 
stem is important - it should be straight and carry some 
foliage. Side buds should be removed in the single classes. 

3. Sweet Peas should have long stems that are straight and 
firm. Florets should be well balanced. Size, texture, fresh¬ 
ness and the number of florets open is most important. 

4. Asters, Dahlias, Zinnias and Marigolds should have 
centres full (except single varieties) and should be free of 
wilting petals.

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A FEW POINTERS ON PREPARING 
VEGETABLES FOR EXHIBIT 


BEANS — Pods of good length, uniform in size, clean and free 
from disease and blemishes; fresh and free from stringiness. 


BROAD BEANS — Broad and Long Pod types should have large 
fresh, well-filled pods, with clear skins and tender seeds. 
(Not to be confused with Scarlet Runner Beans.) 


BEETS — Long — Diameter at top 2” to 2 / 2 ”. Roots intact; color, 
dark red. Crown of beet should be free from splits, scaling, 
scabs and sunburn; inside of beet free from light color. Tops 
should be removed V 2 " above the crown. 

Round — Diameter 2” to 3”; otherwise as for long varieties. 


CABBAGE — Heads of medium size, heavy and firm; shape true 
to type; free of insects and injury. Outer leaves to be re¬ 
moved, also stem. 


CARROTS — Long — Length, 8" or over. Carrots should be 
uniform, slender and distinctly pointed, with roots intact, free 
from sunburn, discoloration, side roots. Tops removed Vi" 
from crown. 

Intermediate — Length not over 7”. Carrots stump-rooted or 
pointed according to variety. Otherwise as for long carrots. 

Short — Length not over 3”. Carrots distinctly stump-rooted. 
Otherwise as for long carrots. 


CAULIFLOWER — Heads 6” to 8” in diameter, uniform in size 
and color. Curds should be white, compact and firm, with no 
green leaves showing through. Stalk and larger leaves 
should be removed, other leaves trimmed off level with the 
head. 


ONIONS — Should be uniform in color, size, shape and maturity. 
Roots and tops ( V 2 '’ above bulb) should be removed. Only 
jagged or dirty outer scales should be removed. 


KOHLRABI — Heads of medium size, flesh solid, free from cracks. 
Roots removed just below the ball or swelling. Four to six 
of the centre leaves should be allowed to remain.

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PARSNIPS — Uniform in size, shape and appearance, good length, 
2” to 3” in diameter at crown. Smooth and free of side roots 
and blemishes. Tops should be removed Zi” above crown. 


PEAS — Good size pods, uniform in size and shape, fresh and 
free of disease or blemishes. Pods filled with well-developed 
peas. 


POTATOES — Shape and color should be uniform and typical 
of variety; smooth with few and shallow eyes; firm a,nd of 
medium size; free of disease and sunburn (greenish color). 
Tubers can be cleaned with soft brush. 


RHUBARB — Stalks uniform in color and size; clean; trimmed at 
top and bottom. 


TOMATOES — Smooth, uniform in size, shape and color. Stems 
should be left on. 


TURNIPS — Smooth, uniform, about 5” in diameter; firm; free of 
insect damage. Free of side roots; tops trimmed Vi" above 
crown.
